With Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeroham Meshel charging 
the government with ■■ running 
.unok with price increases before 
the high holidays.'* the Labour 
Federation said yesterday that it 
would hot Join a package deal that 
would only freeze wages, taxes and 
prices. Meshel said workers must 
.be compensated for the latest 
government-generated rises In 
basic commodities and tor those 
that are Imminent. 

The Manufacturers Association 
spokesman yesterday Implied any 
freeze .could not last A freeze, he 
.Mid, is hot an economic policy, but 
only a stop-gap measure. 

Hurvitz. too, has little 
enthusiasm tor the plan which, as 
originally put forward by Bank of 
Israel Governor Arnon Gafny, 
would in any case only freeze prices 
until payment of the next cost-of- 
living increment at the beginning of 
November, when prices would 
again be put up. 

. Speaking to Labour Party 
members at a seminar in Ramat 
Efal yesterday, Meshel said the 
Histadrut would certainly not agree 
to waive the agreed 7.5 per cent rise 
In basic wages that may possibly be 
paid tn November. 

The Histadrut would be ready to 


.J “ 0veraU agreement if 
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federation would also want the well- 
to-do placed in higher income tax 
brackets, and would seek a 5 per 
cent reduction for employees who 
pay tax at source. 

With the Likud faction In the 
Histadrut the only one to endorse 
., p i? k&se deal notion, some Cen- 
tral Committee members think the 
problem is one of lack of trust 
between the Alignment-led labour 
federation and the Likud-led 
government. 

Meanwhile, there will be no 
government-generated price in- 

creases tor up to 10 days, pending 
the Treasury's budget department 
issuing guide lines on how prices 
are to be raised. 

The decision, taken by the 
economic cabinet, came after 
Housing Minister David Levy asked 
why prices had been put up without 
ms knowledge. Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister Gideon Patt also 
claimed he had not known of the 
latest Increase In milk prices and 
said he hod learned of them only 
from the media. 

Yesterday's discussion was on 
Gafny's proposal to freeze prices, 
wages and taxes for two months, 
and to raise prices again by 4 to 5 
per cent per month from the begin- 
ning of November. Employees 
would be asked to give up their 7.S 
per cent wage increase, in- 
dustrialists would promise not to 
raise prices, and the government

Protected tenancy rents due 
to rise 76% in October

Protected tenants will be paying 
78 per cent more rent from the 
beginning of October. In April rents 
will rise again, by a further 60 per 
cent, and then by another 75 per 
cent in April 1982. All the rises will 
be. based on the rent as fixed prior 
to the October rise. 

‘ . Jfct Industry, Trade, and Tourism 
If/nUter Gideon Patt intends to" 
appeal the decision, made yester- 
day by the economic cabinet, to the 
ftill cabinet. He thtwfcw the rises 
have been spread too far apart, 
since the pace of Inflation reduces 
their effect. 

* The rises will boost rentals by 206 


per cent, or 70 per cent of the rise in 
prices that has taken place since 
August 1978. They were decided on 
in line with a law obliging the 
government to raise rentals by 
between 70 and 100 per cent of the 
rise in the consumer price index. 

October's rent rise includes a 0 
per cent jump scheduled earlier for 
that month. 

The original proposal, as ad- 
vanced by Housing Minister David 
Levy', was to schedule the rises to 
include one In .June 1981 and 
another in January 1082. But, ap- 
parently because of election con- 
siderations, the schedule was 
changed, so that the last rise before 
a November 1981 election will be in 
April 1981.

There has been ‘'top-level" in- 
tervention by Israel with Maj. 
Sa'ad Haddad to defuse new tension 
between the major's South 
Lebanese Christian mili tia and UN 
forces In the area. The Intervention 
followed a complaint from the UN 
to Israel alleging that Haddad's 
men have been making life difficult 
tor the officers manning the five 
UNTSO (UN truce supervisory 
organization) watchposta along the 
border. 

The prompt Israeli intervention 
is In line with the policy consistent- 
ly followed by Premier Men ahem 
Begin since he took over the 
Defence Ministry — sternly 
restraining Haddad's excesses 
while at the same time providing 
him \unstlnting military, logistic 
and other support. 

Israeli sources, who disclosed the 
“top- le tel" intervention yesterday, 
said the^ were confident the tension 
with the \UN would quickly dis- 
sipate. Th&.UN complaint alleged 
that Haddad, is seeking to restrict 
UNTSO'a freedom of movement 
and its capacity to supply its 
^watchposta as required. 


UN sources said Haddad had 
demanded that UNTSO personnel 
use only the main roads, and that 
the resupplying of the watchposta 
be carried out only once a week, on 
Mondays. UNTSO rejects such 
restrictions. 

The Issue was broached by the 
U.S. minister-counsellor In Tel 
Aviv, William Brown, at a meeting 
with Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechal 23 pari yesterday, it is 
reliably understood. (See story 
below ^ . Apart from its general in- 
terest In tranquility in South 
Lebanon, the U.S. is directly in- 
terested In the welfare of UNTSO. 
since it has a number of American 
officers serving with the force. 

The UN has revived its efforts, 
meanwhile, to arrange a meeting 
between Israeli and Lebanese army 
officers. It would be the first such 
formal contact tor more than two 
years. 

A meeting was tentatively 
scheduled for the middle of last 
month, but it was. called off at the 
last moment with each side blam- 
ing the other tor the postponement. : 
tin a Lebanese complaint against 
Israel to the UN Security Council 
d«led August 8, Beirut wrote: 


“...While negotiations are going on 
to hold a meeting of the Mixed Ar- 
mistice Commission tn implemen- 
tation of recent Crrurity Council 
resolutions on Lebanon, a sudden 
resurgence of violence is taking 
place in the Lebanese border 
area..." 

One major obstacle to the 
meeting is Lebanon's insistence on 
referring to such a meeting a s a 
session of the (defunct) MAC and 
Israel's bridling at this designation. 
Israel argues that the MAC died 
together with the entire armistice 
regime at the outbreak of the Six 
Day War in 1967, A well-placed 
Israeli source was hopeful yester- 
day that this hurdle can be over- 
come. 

Dutch ruling on J'lem 

The Dutch government was ex-' 
peeled to decide late last night 
whether to move its embassy from 
Jerusalem, Israel Radio reported 
last night. 

It said the Dutch premier had told 
the Israel ambassador to The 
Hague that the decision would be 
taken speedily and not put off until 
the end of the week.

Merchants collect reward 
for Gaza boy who found bomb

TEL AVTV. — Stall-owners In the 
Carmel market yesterday con- 
tributed I Si. 000 as a reward tor a 
14-year-old boy from Gaza who dis- 
covered an explosive charge 
yesterday morning and prevented a 
disaster in the crowded market. 

The boy, whose name was not 
released, works as a porter at a 
vegetable stall on Rehov Kalis her, 
corner of Rehov Nahllel in the 
market. At 7.30 a.m. he climbed 
onto the asbestos roof of the stall to 
bring down some boxes when he 
saw a suspicious bag. 

“I saw wires in the bag and 
realized It was a bomb. X quickly 
climbed down and told my boss to 
call the police." the boy told 


reporters. 

The police arrived some 49 
minutes later,' The Yarkon sub- 
district commander Nltsav Mia hue 
Shlomo Huron told The Jerusalem 
Post that the people who should 
have called the police took a long 
time doing so. “At first the stall 
owners told two Civil Guards about 
the bomb. These told a HI ha soldier 
(police auxiliary)* who called the 
police. As soon as the report reach- 
ed our headquarters, a police 
sapper set out and reached the 
market two to three minutes later/' 
Haron said. Police are still check- 
ing the details of the 40- minute 
delay. 

The police sapper exploded the 
charge. The blast damaged several 
shop windows.

Many of the weapons Israel has 
purchased from the U.S. were sold 
on condition that they be used only 
in wartime, and not for retaliatory 


or police actions against terrorist 
targets. 

Both Israeli and American of- 
ficials declined to comment. But It 
is understood that the U.S. Is inquir- 
ing about the type, of weapons 
employed in the several air strikes 
in southern Lebanon lost week.

A government source said First 
Deputy Premier Mieczyslaw 
Jagielski had returned to Gdansk 
from Warsaw for more face-to-face 
negotiations aimed at ending the 12 - 
day strike. 

jagielski returned following Sun- 
day’s surprise dismissal by party 
lender Ed ward Gierek of Premier 
Edward Babluch and other top of- 
ficials.

Syria is determined to confront 
Israeli planes flylgg over Lebanon, 
since Lebanese air space is In- 
separable from Syrian air space, 
Syria’s Information Minister Ahm- 
ed Iskandar Ahmed was quoted as 
saying last night.

But the reports did not make 
clear whether he made the remark 
before or after "Sim day 'a dogfight in 
which Israel planes downed a 
Syrian MIG-21 over Southern 
Lebanon. Nor did the reports make 
clear whether the minister meant 
Syria would now extend its air force 
activity to Southern Lebanon — an 
area which it has so far avoided. 


The text of Iskandar ’8 statement 
was not available by late last night. 
Initial reports, however, quoted 
him as saying that Syria considered 
itself in the front-line of confronta- 
tion with Israel. 

The Pan-Arab leadership of the 
Ba'ath Party meanwhile said it had 
decided to boost the combat power 
of the Syrian armed forces. 

The announcement was made In a 
statement on the decisions of the 
Party’s 13th Pan-Arab conference, 
held In Damascus earlier this 
mouth.

Many immigrants nevertheless 
refuse to live in places like Ramie, 
. Azur. Lod, Nahariya, Nazareth, 
Carmiel and other towns where 
housing and Jobs are available, ac- 
cording to ministry sources. The 
strikers in Haifa were offered a 
number of flats In towns near the 
port city, the sources said. 

In Haifa, the protest which 
started at the absorption centre in 
Klryat Ellezer last Thursday has 
now spread to three other centres at 
Bat Galim. Klryat Yam and Atilt. 
Over 900 immigrants — most of 
them Russians — have taken over 
the centres, expelled all official 
personnel, and have vowed to stay 
put until “someone at the top” com- 
es to Haifa to discuss how to Im- 
prove the life of all Russian Im- 
migrants In the country. 

The Immigrants are demanding a 
joint police and Jewish Agency In- 
vestigation into the suicide of a 87- 
year-old Russian engineer last 
Thursday- They also want the Ab- 
sorption Ministry to issue a list of 
all available apartments in the 
area. 

So for the only reaction they have 
had was Haifa Mayor Arye Gurel’s 
offer to mediate the dispute.

WASHINGTON. — Angered by the 
Israeli cabinet's condemnation of 
last week's U.S. abstention on the 
anti-Israel vote at the UN Security 
Council, the Slate Department 
yesterday declared that the U.S. 
does not recognize Jerusalem as 
Israel’s capital. , 

The department's acting 
spokesman, David Passage, bluntly 
said Washington was taking "no 
position'* on the proposal In the UN 
resolution calling on those coun- 
tries with embassies In Jerusalem 
to remove them. 

These comments were in sharp 
contrast to last week's remarks by 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie, 
who told the Security Council that 
the section of the resolution calling 
for the embassy transfers was "not 
binding" and "without force.” He 
said the U.S. rejected it "as a dis- 
ruptive attempt to dictate to other 
nations." 

Sunday's sharp Israeli response 
to the U.S. abstention thus seems to 
have further strained U.S.-Israeli 
relations. 

■ Other U.S. officials at the State 
Deparment and the White House 
strongly rejected the cabinet ac- 
cusations against the U.S., es- 
pecially Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin's charge that the U.S. had 
caved in to "oil blackmail” when it 
abstained at the UN. 


expressing support and understan- 
ding for the U.S. stance. 

The UP I dispatch from 
Jerusalem received extensive 
publicity in the U.S. news media.

Begin didn’t know of row with attaches

Prime Minister and Defence 
Minister Menahem Begin was not 
behind the army’s decision to make 
an "Issue" of the refusal of Euro-, 
pcan military attaches to attend a 
maneuver on the Golan Heights.

A man suspected of., com m itti n g 
two' rapes threatened to jump out of 
a window in his' fifth-floor apart- 
toent onto Jerusalem’s busy King 
George Street yesterday . evening.

— Charging 
President Jimmy Carter "has gone 
out of his way to humiliate our 
friends In Taiwan,” Ronald Reagan 
yesterday said that his call for of- 
ficial relations 1 with the Taiwan 
government is no more than the 
correct Interpretation of existing 
U.S. policy. 

Appearing with his running mate

TEL AVIV. — The Tel-Aviv 
municipality .will launch an 1378,000 
pre-holiday dlean-up campaign this 
Thursday, but afterwards the city 
may be even dirtier than before. 

By September 9 the city's 
markets ore to be thoroughly clo&n- 
ed and washed, roads and 
sidewalks repaired, and store- 
fronts painted, Arye Krexr.er, city 
sanitation department head, said 
yesterday. 

But he warned that eventually 
garbage will be removed less fre- 
quently from the streets due to cuts 
in budget and personnel. 


As part of the pre-holiday effort, 
streets, parking lots, traffic 
Islands, and public buildings also 
are to be cleaned, Kremer said. 

The Carmel and Hatlkva markets 
will be closed on Sunday and the 
wholesale market will close at 6 
p.m. Thursday, to reopen on Satur- 
. day evening. Kremer announced. 

He said hundreds of tons of gar- 
bage will be removed and called on 
the public to put old furniture and 
Junk on the sidewalks by September 
5. 

Kremer maintained that over 100 
jobs would be saved if residents 
took their garbage to the sidewalks, 
as Is done In Europe and the U.S. 


The city’s sewage.and gardening, 
traffic, education and fire 
departments will be assisted in the 
clean-up campaign by the Nature 
Protection Society and the Council 
for a Beautiful Israel. Kremer also 
said that 15.000 school children will 
help clean and paint their schools, 
schoolyards, and youth centres. - 
Meanwhile, the Tel Aviv 
municipality has asked the Interior 
Ministry to approve an increase In 
the optional fine for Uttering from 
IS75 to IS 250. 

J “Tel Avivians lack an awareness 
of the importance of keeping the 
city clean. Attempts to educate 
-them to refrain from littering fall 


on deaf ears.' So we decided to hit 
them where if- hurts: their 
pockets,” Kremer declares.

But govern- 
ment spending cutbacks eliminated 
this practice, and towns had to use 
more of their own funds and aid 
from voluntary organlzatlona to 
make ends meet In the social ser- 
vices. 

A public fund-raising campaign la

particularly acute. 

RAMAT GAN 

Miriam Marcus, head of the 
League for the Elderly In Ram at 
Gan, described the situation there 
as "critical.” Some 2,000 senior 
citizens benefit from community 
services, she said. 

More than 80 hot meals a day are 
distributed to needy old people, 
Marcus said, as she predicted an In- 
crease In the needy as more pen- 
sioners fall victim to the harsh 
economic conditions. 

Marcus said: "I could use twice 
what we receive.” 

In addition, the majority of 
Ram at Gan schoolchildren who last 
year ate a hot meal at school will be 
given a cold lunch in September, a 
municipal spokesman said yester- 
day.

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Brezhnev ends Crimea holiday 

Soviet media ignores 
offers to strikers 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — President 
Leonid Brezhnev ended a seven* 
week summer holiday yesterday 
and returned to Moscow. ' 

TASS news agency said that the 
73-ycar-old leader flew here from 
his Crimean summer retreat, but 
there was no indication he hod cut 
short his holiday because of the 
political crisis in Poland. 

Brezhnev normally spends about 
a month by the Black Sea every 
summer. This year he interrupted 
his holiday, which began on July 5, 
to open the Olympic Games in 
Moscow. 

During his holiday he met Polish 
leader Edward Gierek with no 
other officials present. Gierek flew 
home from the Crimea on August 
IS. 

The official news agency TASS 
yesterday Issued a 900- word sum- 
mary of Sunday night's speech by 
Polish leader Edward Gierek, In- 
cluding his call for a return to work 
and proposals for free trade union 
elections. 

The report, which was presented 
without comment, did not mention 
Poland's strikes as such but quoted 
Gierek as saying that there was no 
more pressing problem than that of 
leading the country out of "the dif- 
ficult situation, restoring a normal 
rhythm of work and public life." 

It was not clear Immediately if 
the TASS report would be carried in 
full by Soviet newspapers and 
television. Including Glerek's 
proposals for free trade unions. 

If It were, It would represent an 
exception to the -usual policy of the 
Soviet media which normally could 
be expected to omit such references 
for fear of unsettling the Soviet 
work force. 

Trade unions in the Soviet Union 
are in effect under party control 
and have no power to bargain with 
management over wages. 

Previous TASS reports, read out 
on television and reprinted in Soviet 
dally newspapers, h&ye made it 
clear that strikes are occurring In 


Poliuid. though they have avoided 
the word, which officially describes 
a phenomenon occurring only in the 
West. 

There has been no indication by 
the Soviet press of the extent of the 
strikes in numerical terms. Nor 
have the Polish workers' demands 
been spelled out. 

Sunday night Soviet television 
viewers were exposed to the gravi- 
ty of the political situation in 
Poland when a late night news 
bulletin announced the removal of 
Prime Minister Edward Babiuch 
and half of the party Politburo. 

But published reports in the 
Soviet Union and other Warsaw 
Pact countries yesterday made no 
mention of Gierek's offer to meet 
workers' demands. Including one 
for free trade union elections. 

TASS, apparently stressing the 
Soviet Union’s intention of avoiding 
direct involvement In the Polish 
conflict, refrained from comment. 
But the news will have been a jolt to 
the average citizen In the Soviet 
Union, where no such upheavals 
have occurred since Nikita 
Khrushchev was ousted as party 
first secretary and prime minister 
In 1964. 

East German newspapers yester- 
day reported the Polish shake-up In 
some detail, but without comment. 

In Prague, Czechoslovakia's 
Communist Party yesterday warn- 
ed its factory units to pay more 
attention to workers' worries. Fac- 
tory committees, the Czechoslovak 
party newspaper Rude Fravo said, 
should keep an ear open for 
problems on the Job and for worries 
about such things as supplies In 
stores and public transportation. 

There was no reference to 
Poland’s troubles, which appeared 
to have Inspired the article. 
Poland's strikes followed longstan- 
ding complaints among Poles that 
the party leadership had lost con- 
tact with the problems of everyday 
people. 


Rioting Cape Hacks 
clash with police 

PORT ELIZABETH. South Africa 
/UPI). — Police used shotguns and 
tear-gas to disperse mobs of rioters 
as violence swept through several 
black townships at the weekend, a 
police spokesman in eastern Cape 
Province said yesterday. 

Police said mobs of blacks set fire 
to a government beer hall and 
several schools near Port Elizabeth 
and Grahamstown on Saturday 
night, causing thousands of dollars 
damage. 

Police fired birdahot at a crowd of 
about 50 black youths In Port 
Elizabeth after they tried to over- 
turn And set alight a police anti-riot 
truck. 

No injuries were recorded from 
police action, but at least four peo- 
ple were reportedly injured by 
rocks and stones thrown by rioters. 

Police made only one arrest in 
connection with the disturbances. 


Iran alerts army 
on Iraqi border 

TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iranian 
government forces have been put 
on full alert in the western town of 
Qasr-e-Shirin on the tense border 
with Iraq, the official Pars news 
agency reported yesterday. 

The agency quoted a local 
military commander as saying that 
two Iraqi fighter aircraft violated 
Iranian air space on the border for 
about 10 minutes on Saturday. 

Pars also said- that Iranian forces 
repelled “enemy attacks" on Fri- 
day and Saturday at three places 
near Qasr-e-Shirln, in Kermansbah 
province. Two Iranians were killed 
and five others were injured. 

The Iranian media. Including the 
state radio, regularly report 
clashes along the border with Iraqi 
troops and Kurdish rebels. 

Iran's western joint operations 
headquarters has ordered daily 
blackout exercises in the provinces 
of Hermans hah, Ham and Kabestan 
until further notice, according to 
Pars.

On Oils form you should give the employee’s name, his Identity card 
number, his date of birth, and his wage during the period concerned. 
Reporting and paying Insurance dues safeguards the continuity of your 
employee’s national -insurance rights: employment injury benefits, 
retirement and survivor's pensions, maternity, children's allowances, 
disablement and unemployment benefits, etc. 

It must be explained to the employee that inaccurate details are liable 
to prejudice his rights to National Insurance benefits. If the importance 
of providing details, in order to safeguard national-insurance rights is 
explained to the employee, and he still refuses to provide details, the 
report form should be made out with as many details as the employee 
provides. -

Mugabe takes tough line 
on critical white general 


NEW YORK (Reuter). '— Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe, on the eve 
of his country's admission to the 
United Nations, on Sunday said that 
the former armed forces com- 
mander. 'Lieutenant-General Peter 
Walls, is no longer welcome In Zim- 
babwe. 

Mugabe, who retained the 64- 
year-old white general following 
Zimbabwe's Independence in April, 
was apparently angered by Walls' 
admission In a recent interview — 
after he suddenly resigned — that 
he had asked Britain to prevent the 
former guerrilla leader from 
becoming prime minister. 

This was because Mugabe’s vic- 
tory was allegedly due to intimida- 
tion by some of his supporters. 

Mugabe told a cheering crowd in 
Harlem that there was a place for 
whites in Zimbabwe, provided they 
accept the principles of an African- 
dominated government. 

But. he added: "If anyone gets 
out of step, like a certain General 


Walls has done, then he cannot be 
one of us, and we must assist him to 
leave our country." 

In Salisbury, Walls yesterday 
said he had not decided whether to 
leave the country. Asked to com- 
ment on Mugabe's statement, he 
told Reuter In a telephone inter- 
view: "I just don't want to talk 
about It. I want to bear first what 
Mr. Mugabe said, exactly In New i 
York." 

Earlier, in a television interview, 
Mugabe said he will ask President < 
Carter for greatly increased 
economic aid when the two men 
meet in Washington. 

Shortly after Mugabe spoke, Zim- 
babwe was admitted as the 153rd | 
member of the United Nations, The 
General Assembly, acting on a 
recommendation by the Security 
Council, took the decision by 
acclamation, without a formal vote, 
on a resolution submitted by more 
than 60 countries including Britain, 
the former colonial ruler.

Our reaction must have forc- 
ed the attackers to flee,” Abu Said 
added.

Fishermen renew blockade 
of major French polls 


PARIS', — Striking fishermen relm- 
-■ posed their blockade On porta on the 
. northern French .coast yesterday a 
few hours before a ‘’national recon- 
ciliation meeting” among the 
fishermen, shipowners and govern- 
ment officials was due to start. By 
noon, all' major .Mediterranean 
ports except Marseilles were alio 
reported closed.

A car ferry that was due to leave 
Le Havre tor Southampton, 
England, was stranded in the port 
However, ferry traffic was not dis- 
rupted at Dunkirk. At Dieppe the 
commercial port, but not he car 
ferry, was also reported shut down. 

The Channel ports of Boulogne, 
Calais, Roscoff and $L Mala were - 
reported to be working normally, 
including car ferry services, ' but 
fishermen’s 1 representatives said, 
that they would be blockaded by 
this morning. 

The fishermen launched their ac- 
tion nearly two weeks ago to protest 
the rising cost of fuel mid industry

- The congress Is expected to give 
more powers and independence to 
the law courts to enforce the 
proclaimed ideal of everyone’s 
equality before the law. It also is 
likely to limit government officials 
to three terms, or l2 years of office. 

Regulations governing joint ven- 
tures with foreign firms and taxa- 
tion are expected to be passed' as 
well. , 

Meanwhile, the president of the 
Chinese supreme court has urged 
the Communist Party to stop 
meddling with the law Courts, the 
party newspaper Peoples- Daily 
reported yesterday.

CREATING THESE committees, 
oheitmg resident participation, 
developing a sense of purpose - all 
require time and patience. At the 
first meetings, residents often do 
nothing but complain, Shimshoni 
says. They have to "get it off their 
chests. 

The introduction of a radical In- 
novation generates other in- 
novations. in a kind of chain- 
reaction. One result has been- 
cooperation among various 
ministries at the local level. 

Israeli administration generally 
operates in separate watertight 
compartments-. The Ministries of 
Construction and Housing, Health, 
Education and Labour and Social 
Affairs all have their own indepen- 
dent network extending from 
Jerusalem, through the district of- 
fices to the localities. The 
teacher, the nurse, the social 
worker and the housing inspector 
all operate within their own sphere. 
Their cooperation is usually 
marginal. 

All that has started to change un- 
der Project Renewal. Hanna 
Shapira, project manager at Tel 
Mond, says, "My Job is to make 
professionals of different agencies 
work together, to create a team 
spirit jn the locality.” 

Neighbourhood Steering Com- 
mittees have been formed, com- 
prising representatives of all the 
agencies, as well as delegates of the 
residents. The latter are supposed 
to account for not less than one- 
third of the committee 
membership. The chairman is the 
mayor or his representative. These 
committees seek to achieve a con- 
sensus on what should be done un-

It is difficult to fuse foreign com- 
munities into the local ad- 
ministrative process.

New York has 
found a man on a sabbatical in 
Israel who agreed rfor pay) to keep 
an eye on the Hatikva Quarter and 
n-pon back. 

A foreign representative Is gladly 
co-opted onto the Steering Com- 
mittee. The alternative is less effec- 
tive: visiting delegations, ex- 
changes of letters. 

Do the twinned communities get 
on well with each other? 
“Astonishingly well,” says Nina 
Shalom, who works for the Project 
in the Jewish Agency office. "In 
fact, they tend to gang up together 
against the establishment." she 
adds. 

“And what's wrong with that?" 
another official pipes up. 

There is still another factor that 
tends to hamstring progress. It Is — 
lot us choose our words carefully — 
the all-powerful Israeli Treasury’s 
lack of enthusiasm for any kind of 
spending, however desirable and 
however beneficial, that can be 
postponed, diminished, side- 
tracked, pigeonholed or avoided. 

"The country is at this moment 
pouring out more money than it 
possesses," a Treasury man ex- 
plained. "Every /ipom of outlay is 
for a good cause. Not a single item 
can be faulted. Yet the sum total of 
the outlay Is a disaster. 

"So wc make cuts, painful ones." 
he continues. "We close down 


health dimes, wc abolish school 
meals, we slash slum-clearance 
programmes. Then someone comes 
along and says. ’Give us money for 
a mv i mzning- pod and an old-age 
Huh in Place A. It’s important, it’s 
pari of Project Renewal.* 

"SURE IT’S IMPORTANT, WC 
don’t deny that." says the Treasury 
official. "Rut is it more Important 
than the now school-building In 
Place B that we’ve had to sacrifice, 
even though its absence will even- 
tually force kids to attend classes in 
shifts?" 

Harrv Rosen recalls: "Labour 
and Social Affairs Minister Israel 
Katz suggested that the Agency 
take over rn h/»*r the task of 
providing day-care centres In all St 
rehabilitation areas. The Treasury 
said no. They wore worried that if 
those localities were equipped with 
dav-eare facilities, adjoining dis- 
tricts that do not figure on the Pro- 
ject Renewal lists would sav, ’What 
about us?* 

"It took us three or four months 
to make the Treasury yield." Rosen 
sighs. 

Project Renewal has to compote 
for priority against serious alter- 
natives. including defence-related 
cvpcndiiurc proposals. It has to 
prove itself all the time. 

This battle for survival, while It 
inhibits frivolity, does make the 
rehabilitation of communities a 
(o-lsnme business. 

Hatin.i Shapira observes: "Pro- 
ject Renewal gave vent to tremen- 
dous expectations. Residents ap- 
preciate what is done, they res- 
pond, they show Interest. The old 
apathy is ebbing away. 

"But in areas where projects are 
still pending — there thp at- 
mosphere Is different. People get 
impatient. Promises were made, 
and then n year or two pass with 
nothing visible on site. Everybody 
is quickly disillusioned. ” The com- 
munities abroad are disillusioned, 
too. rf they don’t see instant 
results." 

According to Michael Wild, of the 
deputy prime minister’s office, “A 
nation-wide social rehabilitation 
programme of this kind is a 
tremendous undertaking. It cannot 
possibly be done in a hurry. I think 
wc are going too fast as it is. 

"We can only do it once," he con- 
tinues, “so let’s do it slowly and 
properly. It’s failed everywhere 
else n the world. It mustn't fail 
here."

None of the explanations is 
completely 'convincing’/ana in the 
end. who needs the explanations 
anyway? 

By the time the early develop- 
ment of speech has been completed, 
the reluctant parent has lost the 
war. Wmynilly. he has to speak to 
the child. Just try to eat a bite 
without talking to the child 
(disciplinary admonitions not 
-counted). Or try travelling on the 
bus without answering a question or 
two thousand. The wily parent wiU 
snatch victory from defeat by con- 
verting this necessity Into an om- 
nibus virtue: teach the child, 
perhaps even educate him, and 
treat yourself to _ a free ongoing 
refresher course at the same time. 

Of course, enough food could be 
taken to keep the child’s mouth full 
throughout the journey, but the cost 
of the food would have been so in- 
flated by the end of the trip that 
your existence would be placed in 
financial jeopardy. Anyway, stuf- 
fing children with food Is bad for

tfieir health, and one should not eat 
on buses, local practice 
notwithstanding. But stuffing them 
with ideas and information is 
definitely not bad for their health. 

TOE SUPREME talkers to children 
seem to be education-conscious kib- 
butz members and loquacious 
Americans, and one who combines 
the two Is absolutely unbeatable. 
They can be seen and heard on 
buses conversing with children in 
carefully steered conversations, so 
that the child will be kept relaxed 
and absorb as much as possible 
during the trip. It can be presumed. 
arguing ad personam, that they are 
just as virtuous in the privacy of 
their dining halls and/or homes. 

While these adult-cbild ex- 
changes may disturb other 
passengers somewhat, they are 
not nearly as disturbing as a blar- 
ing radio or a football argument. 

What do they talk about, and 
what can you talk about? Almost 
anything. 

The Important thing seems to be 
detail; lots of detail, concrete 
detail, detail repeated in the same 
or a subsequent discussion. Throw 
in lots of “pleases" and “thank 
yous" and "excuse me I didn't 
catch what you said" and “you 


have ^not made yourself dleaT 
enough.” Eventually the child 
might even start using those ex- 
■ pressions himself. 

ANSWERING the child’s questions 
will both satisfy curiosity and con- 
firm that curiosity is a good thing 
and does not kill. It will also force 
the answerable parent to drag up 
knowledge unknowingly possessed. 

With older children. It may force 
the parent to ask again questions 
which he thought he had answered 
to his own satisfaction for good, or 
to ask new questions for himself (or 
herself) and to answer them. That 
almost means being made young 
again. 

Inserting the detail will make the 
answers real and will increase the 
child’s confidence by confirming 
and reinforcing what has been said 
before. If you do not know the 
details, it will force you to look 
them up and keep yourself up to 
date (at least give you respect for 
your children’s opinions). And 
when they finally ask you for an opi- 
nion. you may be ready for that too. 

Getting into the habit of talking to 
your children when they are young 
and willing and demanding to listen 
may also make it easier later, when 
they ore usually more unwilling to

listen. In the long run. it is only by 
talking to children and listening to 
them that you can really get to 
know them. 

A FRIEND of mine, recalling a 
chat with his son’s school principal 
while other parents were wafting 
impatiently outside, remembers 
being told. "This boy has obviously 
been talked to.” 

The principal was both surprised 
and pleased. He felt that it was un- 
happily quite rare for parents to 
talk with their children, and he sup- 
ported the practice fully. It gives 
children the education the schools 
have no time to give, he said, there 
being no time for *hat once teachers 
have instructed their pupils in all 
the subjects of the curriculum. He 
congratulated ray friend on not hav- 
ing made the mistake of thinking 
that the modem school can both in- 
struct and educate its charges. 

IT HAS ALWAYS been hard to be a 
Jew. Being a young Jew in today’s 


Israel and being expected to absorb 
all that Jewish and Hebrew 
knowledge, all that scientific 
.knowledge, some knowledge about 
our neighbours and then some 
about the other 98 per cent of this 
world is . also quite hard, .and does 
not leave much time for education 
about how to live life and be a per- 
son. The education, or a goodly part 
of it. has to come from the family. It 
can be given quite profitably by 
chatting together. There may not 
bo agreement, but the interchange 
of Ideas will certainly help. 

THE LACK of education of many 
young people Is only too apparent in 
young professionals who are highly 
trained in their speciality but ig- 
norant of things outside their own 
field. Its worst expression is apt to 
come from young lawyers, who are 
likely to confuse Austria with 
Australia, Bayreuth with Beirut, 
and to believe that Milton is a 
sedative when In fact it is an an- 
tiseptic and divorce simply a legal 
procedure. Conversation at the 
breakfast table or in a bus or a 
private car would have helped here. 


and the parents would have had to 
bone up a little at the time even if 
only to keep their hand in and main- 
tain their reputations. Incidentally, 
they would have continued their 
own educations . 

In reverse, the best way for 
elders to keep up is to talk to the 
children and allow them to teach at- 
titudes and facts not known 10 years 
ago. but today commonplaces la 
school. This will help the childreifto 
develop a sense of personality, and 
may even open the vaults of correct 
syntax for them in Hebrew or 
English or whatever. Among their 
own group they are unable to slip In 
a complete sentence edgeways 
anyway. As a parent, you should 
fed free to talk to your young In all 
the languages you know — 
separately, not in a jumble. The 
children win pick them all up without 
any {rouble, and without confusion. 

I have heard of Arabs who picked 
up Yiddish as children and have 
met Russian -bom youngsters who 
could speak Moroccan Arabic. On a 
larger scale, almost all South 
Africans are bilingual at least. 

Which all goes to show that a little 
chit-chat with the children con be 
rewarding. But beware: don’t let ft 
grow on you. because once the 
children feel that they cannot get 
away from your conversation, they 
will.

Cookery do 

IT'S never too early to learn about cooking — at least that’s the at- 
titude of the Tnuva Guidance Centre which this sm i im er offered ar" -*• 
series of cooking courses for youngsters iri Jerusalem' dating 'the 
school holidays. The lessons included such basics as salad making, 
but also featured fancy cakes and party decorations. Another 
summer happening organized by Tnuva in Jerusalem, this time in 
Cooperation with Stock, is a Wine and Cheese Festival, starting 
tonight at the Clal Centre. The Festival, which will run until Satur- 
day night, includes contests, tastings and sales at reduced prices. 


PICKLES mean different things to different’ 
people. 

f For many of us, they mean cucumbers, 
redolent with garlic and dill, preferably 
.floating in a barrel. For Ellis and Matilda 
Reuben, pickles mean mangoes, or lemons 
or eggplants, preferably spiced with 
.'mustard and hot chili peppers. But more 
Jlhan. that, for them pickles are a way of life. 

It all began when Matilda Reuben's great- 
grandfather, a carpet merchant, came from 
Persia to India. The family had always made 
pickles at home and, finding that India was 
jiot conducive to the carpet business, they 
.began making and exporting pickles, the hot 
.tangy variety so loved in the East. 

Their company, Gulshan's Pickles, were 
well known, not only in India, but in Iraq, 
Syria and Iran and even Burma. When she 
was a girl, Matilda Reuben says, the pickles 
:were still being sent out In barrels. 

Then Matilda Reuben married. She and 
.her husband Ellis, left India in 1948 and went 
to London. Some 20 years later they came to 
Israel and Ellis found work as an engineer in 
Beit Shemesh. But they never forgot the 
family pickle business. A few months ago 
they opened their factory in Mesbor 


Edumlm, the new settlement east of 
Jerusalem. 

Elm a jo Pickles (named for Ellis, Matilda 
and their son, Joseph), occupies a large sec- 
tion in the sprawling industrial area. When 
we visited the factory recently, the machines 
had still not arrived and the Reuben's 
together with a hired worker, were doing all 
the work by hand. Until a few weeks ago, 
they told us, the workers had been high 
school students on holiday from the nearby 
settlement of Ma’ale Edumlm. They were 
sorry to see the pupils go, they said. Not only 
did they work hard, but they filled the fac- 
tory with a lively, happy atmosphere. 

In fact, even when the machines do come, 
much of the work, sorting and peeling the 
fruit, and the all-important task of adding 
the spices, will still be done by hand. The 
machines will take over the mixing, bottling 
and pasting labels on the jars. 

The present line of products includes hot 
and mild lemon pickles, hot and mild 
eggplant pickles and hot and mild mango 
pickles. They also produce sweet and sour 
mangoes and another mango product, 
kaus&ndi chutney. Ellis Reuben explained 
that k&usandi chutney is the name 
traditionally given to mango chutney and it

is known as such by lovers of Indian food all- 
over the world. 

I waa naturally curious about what the 
Reuben's called "hot.’' Often in Indian 
restaurants I have found even dishes 
described as “mild” very hot indeed. 

On the other hand, the mild and sweet -and 
sour mixtures could be eaten by even the 
most sensitive of Western palates. The 
pickles and chutney are usually eaten with 
Infiian dishes, such as curries, but they also 
go well as a condiment with any main diah 
and especially meat. In fact, Ellis Reuben 
told me, he personally likes only the hot 
varieties. 

The hot pickles were certainly hot enough 
for me, although a real afficionado may want 
It even hotter. If there la a demand, they 
said, they will introduce an “extra hot" line 
as well. An interesting aspect which I found 
was that even the hot pickles left no burning 
sensation in the mouth, but rather a pleasant 
aftertaste. 

At present, they are processing mangoes’. 
as fast as they can , in hopes that they wifl lay 
in a six-month supply before the season ends. 
Until a few weeks ago, they were using the 
green mangoes for pickling. Now that the 


riper frutt to avaOaUe, tt is being put aside for' 

chutney. Unlike the pickle, which is whole, 
the chutney mangoes must be peeled before 
they are processed. In each case the fruit 
’ is cut up and put into brine and sealed with 
oil. Later the spices are added to give it its 
distinctive taste. 

According to the terms of the factory 
lease, the plant is geared primarily for ex- 
port. The labels are printed in English and, 
according to the Reubens, there is a steady 
demand abroad for their product. There is a 
growing appreciation in the West, they say, 
for Eastern delicacies. . 

. The clientele, they say, includes observant 
Jews, and the ‘Reubens are convinced that 
the kashrut approval of the Jerusalem Chief 
Rabbinate will give them an edge over their 
competitors. Another factor in their favour, 
they say, is the lower cost of freight from 
Israel to the U.K. and North America, as 
compared with products coming from India. 
Their only fear at present is that the 
pressure of orders in Israel will snap up their 
entire stock, before they have the chance to 
export ■ 

. The products, labelled Gulshan's Pickles, 
■are due to appear on local supermarket 
shelves within a few weeks.

Inside 
or outside, honey is handy to have 
Around the house. 

A sweet, syrupy liquid produced 
by bees as an end-product of flower- 
nectar digestion, honey is com- 
posed primarily of inverted sugar 
ani water. But it also contains 
snail quantities of vitamins and' 
minerals, which makes it better for 
you than white sugar. In addition 
wftrtle sugar raises the blood sugar 
. level . and then quickly drops it, 
honey has a tendency to give you 
.quick energy with a slower letdown. 
Darker honeys contain more 
minerals than light. 

In. folk medicine, honey has been 
used to calm nerves, promote sleep, 
soothe coughs, sore throats and 
bunas. Its also been used to treat 
dry skin. 

/There are many varieties of 
bonsjv and the taste depends on the 
flower from which the nectar was 
gathered. I find moat honey 
gathered from citrus flowers to 
• have a rather bland taste, while 
those gathered from May flowers 
are more flavourful. 

Royal Jelly, a food manufactured 
by bees, is fed to all bee larvae for 
the first three days. Thereafter it is 
fed only to the larva that will 
become the queen. Apparently it Is 
this diet of royal jelly that causes 
an ordinary larva to become a 
queen bee rather than a worker. 
Many claims have been made for it, 
from removing wrinkles to slowing 
down the aging process, but the 
only well-documented effect on 
humans is that it has a tendency to 
produce wakefulness in massive 
amounts. 

The honey you buy may be liquid 
I fresh i or crystallized. Crystallized 
honeys are perfectly all right to eat. 
To restore them to liquid consisten- 
cy. just heat over low heat till they 
melt. To measure honey for 
recipes, try greasing the measuring 
cup Unit. or measure the butter or 
oil called for in the recipe before 
you get to the honey.

A chicken 
in a pot cooked with carrots, celery, 
small potatoes and onions with bay 
leaf and peppercorns is a satisfying 
meal. Start with the soup and end 
with a fruit salad. Drink lots of tea 
with a plain spongecake. 

To tyeak the fast, don’t overeat 
on an empty stomach. It is 
customary to take a drink with a 
piece of honeycake or a cracker 
with a piece of herring. Later, afer 
a wash and a rest, partake of a 
small. Ugtit meal, cheese or an 
omelet or a dish of sweet and sour 
jellied fish with a large salad and 
compote or fruit soup, served with a 
light white wine. 

Succot is a bountiful feast with 
many fruJts. The succa is decorated 
with grapes, pomegranates and 
fresh or dried figs and dates. It is 
customary to eat all kinds of 
foods stuffed with rice and meat or 
fish or cheese. 

Prepare a large pot with a varie- 
ty of colourful vegetables such as 
green squash, cabbage leaves, 
small halved eggplants, tomatoes 
and red and green pepers, all stuff- 
ed and covered with a piquant 
tomato sauce. Stew or bake until 
soft. If rice is parboiled, the cooking 
time will be less. .

NOTHING CAn ever replace those 
memorable corned beef 
sandwiches of my youth. Visions of 
thick pastramls on rye. redolent 
with golden mustard, still have the 
power to bring on an acute attack or 
homesickness. 

But the seemingly endless varie- 
ty of salami, bologna, and smoked 
meat I've encountered here has 
gone a Jong way toward filling the 
corncd-bcef gap. 

Naknik meaning "sausage," but 
loosely used to cover all types of 
processed meats) has been the 
business of the Neiger family for 
the last 25 years. I visited the 
Jerusalem Naknik factory In Givat 
Shaul last week and talked to the 
Nefgcrs about their quarter of a 
century in the making and 
marketing of naknik. 

When I walked into the sparkling 
clean, air-conditioned store adja- 
cent to the factory, ShJmon Neiger 
was bent over a display case, ex- 
plaining the different, cuts of meat 
to a rapt customer. Shimon, the 
man who started It all, Is happy to 
advise each customer what meat to 
buy and how to prepare it — and 
throws in a string of jokes on the 
house. 

A short walk around the store 
revealed a large selection of all 
types of meat, from poultry to 
shoulder roasC to ground beef 
(mince). All the meat is kaahered, 
cleaned and quick -frozen. The fac- 
tory has also Instituted a new labell- 
ing system, and almost all the 
packages I saw were clearly mark- 
ed In both Hebrew and English with 
the cut of meat. Its weight, price 
and date of packaging. A customer 
with questions can turn to any 
member of the staff for informa- 
tion. 

Armed with a length of kabanoss, 
a delicious spicy Polish-type, dry 
sausAge, X toured the plant with 
Ehud Neiger, who along with 
younger brother Oded and father 
Shimon, form the directorship of 
this family enterprise. 

Jerusalem Naknik has 
mushroomed from a small, un- 
sophisticated workshop employing 
five people to a sprawling modern 
facility with 20 workers. Full 
automation has reduced the 
number of workers needed, and 
also eliminated hand contact with 
the meat being processed. 

A blast of cold air greeted us as 
we descended the stairs to the win- 
dowless work area. The lack of win- 
dows is deliberate, Ehud explained, 
and ensures that the cold stays in 
and the files stay out. Indeed, there 
were no flies. 

Nor were there any of the stray 
dogs, camels, or donkeys I had been 
told to keep a sharp lookout for by 
some of my more cynical friends. 
All of the beef, which Is Imported by 
the government, arrives In burlap 
bags and goes straight to the thaw- 
ing room, where It Is defrosted un-

der carefully controlled conditions 
In a constant temperature of 8°C. 

The defrosting la necessary ao 
that the meat can be kashered un- 
der the supervision of the two 
mashpihim (kaahrut monitors) who 
are on the premises at all times. 
The new kashering room la 
equipped with specially designed 
sink trays to catch the run-off of ex- 
tremely salty water which Is a 
potential pollutant. 

After kashering, the fat Is trimm- 
ed off and the meat is cut and sec- 
tioned, with an eye toward using 
every possible bit. It Is here that 
Jerusalem Naknik differs from 
butchers and the meat section of 
the supermarket, Ehud said. 
Because it uses much of the fat and 
the less-desirable parts of beef to 
make sausages, the factory is able 
to offer lower prices on all Its 
products. 

This no-waste policy is reflected 
In the prices of both meat and 
sausages, which sell In the factory 
store for up to 25 per cent less than 
in the supermarket. A kilo of 
ground beef, which sells for XS27.80 
at the supermarket, costs IS23.00 at 
Jerusalem Naknik, a saving of 
almost 20 per cent. The factory also 
sells pre-splced and pre-sh&ped 
hamburger (1523.00 per kilo) and 
kebab (IS24.00 per kilo) at lower- 
than-supermarket prices. 

The beef which Is too fatty or 
tough to package goes to the 
grinder, the first step on the way to 
becoming a sausage. The ground 
chunks, which vary In size accor- 
ding to the type of sausage, are 
poured Into the cutter, which blends 
meat, fat and spices. The exact 
mixture of spices is a secret for- 
mula, which no one was prepared to 
divulge. The meat mixture then 
goes to the vacuum-operated filling 
machine, which spews out endless 
strings of hot dogs or plump 
salamis. depending on the nozzle 


used. 

There are no artificial colourings 
or soya Additives used at Jerusalem 
Naknik, declared Ehud Neiger. His 
father added that "while almost ali 
other manufacturers In the country 
add some soya to their sausegea, 

we never have and never will." 

A further plus Is a strict non- 
smoking rule in the selling and 
production areas. During my three- 
hour stay. I observed no one break- 
ing this rule. 

Sausage products, which account 
for about 60 per cent of Jerusalem 
Naknik's output, are nil vacuum- 
packed. They can be stored 
unopened in the refrigerator for 
up to a month without freezing. A11 
hot dogs are fully pre-cooked in the 
smoke room, and require only 
minimal cooking at home. The l'-g- 
ton capacity smoke room also turns 
out the smoked turkey products. 

All of Jerusalem Naknik's top-of- 
thc-llne products are 100 per cent 
beef and come In natural casings, 
which Impart that satisfying 
crunch when you bite into a hot dog. 
I was especially taken with the hef- 
ty Deluxe American hot dogs, 
weighing in at 50 grams each, 
which look and taste like their 
counterparts at Nathan's In New 
York. They sell for IS33.50 a kilo. 

Other worthwhile items include 
the kabanoss Polish sausage 
(IS36.00 per kilo i . the special 
salami (IS38.40 per kilo). the 
somewhat blander, beef and turkey- 
blend mortadella (IS26.40 per kilo) 
and the selected smoked beef which 
is almost like corned beef <1554.00 
per kilo). 

When asked about prices for the 
upcoming holidays, Ehud Neiger 
promised that the factory would 
hold the line on present prices, 
barring any great changes in 
market prices of unprocessed 
meat. 

Jerusalem Naknik operates a 


free home delivery service on 
orders exceeding IS230. Meat is 
delivered in rcirigcrated trucks to 
u!l neighbourhoods in Jerusalem 
proper within 24 hours. The 
NriRcrs, however, encourage flrat- 
Ufr.c customers to visit the store at 
C Sajnrn Street In GJvat Shaul lo 
get acquainted with the products 
and (he stuff. The store Is open all 
day from 7 a.ni. 10 8 p.m. and on 
Fridays until 2 p.m. The number to 
cull for home delivery Is 532725 or 
.424832.

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Security Authority unable to help investors' 

Bank share speculation hurts market 


By SHLOMO MAOZ 
Post Economic Reporter 
Speculative capital invested in 
bank shares for short periods only 
Is endangering the stability of the 
stock market, the annual report of 
'the Securities Authority for the 
year ending March 31 points out. 

The public has come to trust the 
bank shares as solid largely 
because of the way the banks 
themselves have propped up their 
shares by channelling to them in- 
vestment moneys drawn from their 
own subsidiaries. 

This policy was the most notable 
feature of the period under review, 
the authority report notes. The 
phenomenon explains why, when 
all other shares were falling, the 
banks' shares rose. 

The authority admits that it can 
do little to help investors in this 


recently the banks have been un- 
able to keep their shares stable 
over long periods of time. Some 
banks' shares have dropped, and 
this raises questions as to the 
methods used to control the price of 
shares- 

Capital Invested in the share 
market during the period covered 
by the report totalled lS2?0m., a 
real decline of 48 per cent. Of this 
sum. the banks raised 18214m., Si 
per cent less than In the previous 
year, with the rest of the stock 
market raising ISSSm.. a drop of 78 
per cent compared with the 
previous year. 


The sale of bonds totalled ISfi.lb., 
up 28 per cent. 

In other words, there is a £On- i 
timing drop in capital raised by 
sale of shares. 

The report also notes that there 
are 35 mutual trust funds com- 
peting for the public's cash. Some 
funds, it is noted, have used 
newspaper advertising campaigns 
that distort the facts. 

With the proliferation of these 
funds, the authority notes that 
neither the finance minister nor the 
authority has sufficient power to 
.control the funds properly.

Sail away— Japanese tanker 

to use wind and engine power 


TOKYO. - - Sail la about to make a 
triumphant comeback in Japanese 
ocean transportation. 

The first commercial vessel, a 
1.600-ton coastal tanker. Is being 
built for a maiden voyage this 
autumn. It may not please the 
purists because It will have a con- 
ventional engine as well 

But research over the past two 
years has convinced Japanese 
engineers that a combination of sail 
and engine power makes the best 
economic sense. 

The shipbuilder, Nippon Kokan, 
at first thought of merely putting 
sails on an existing tanker, but 
decided a purpose-built vessel 
would be more practical. 

An experimental ship of the same 
class is already at sea to research 
the best service routes for the first 
of the new generation of sailing 
ships. 

The tanker will probably carry 
petroleum products from refineries 
on the Inland Sea to the Tokyo area. 
Definite plans have also been made 
for a gravel barge using sail as aux- 
iliary power. 

Adventure Company, a Tokyo- 
based trading enterprise, says the 
barge will have no engine and is in- 
tended to be towed,, with the sail 
cutting down the tug’s oil consump- 
tion. 

-Again, the original Idea was to 
add sails to an existing barge, but 
Mitsui Engineering and Ship- 
building' is now designing a new 
barge with a hull better suited to 


anil. It will go into service in X9B2 
between Japan and other parts of 
the Far East. 

The programme to revive 
merchant sailing ships was begun 
in 1978 by the Japan Marine Equip- 
ment Development Association to 
cut down on the growing coat of im- 
ported oil. It commissioned Nippon 
Koknn to undertake wind tunnel 
tests before putting to sea in an 83- 
ton experimental ship, Dalo, a scale 
model of a 460,009-ton tanker. 

“According to our data, a ship us- 
ing three sals of sails In addition to 
its rngtne can. In a good breete, 
reach a speed of 1.3 to 1.7 times 
faster than It can manage with an. 
engine alone. Obviously, there has 
to bo mi engine, otherwise lack of 
wind would destroy the economics 
of it." 

It is estimated that adding sails to 
a 20,000-ton bulk cargo ship, for ex- 
ample, would cost about $700,000, 
which is regarded as economically 
viable in view of rising oil prices. 

One of the drawbacks of the old 
sailing ships was that they were 
labour-intensive: scores of men 
were needed to handle dozens of 
sails on the ocean-going ships. 

With a powerful seamen's union 
at the helm today, such an opera- 
tion would be out of the question 
(double time and danger/noney for 
turning out at 3 a.m. in a gale to 
reef the mainsail?). In the new sail- 
ing ships, nearly all sail operations 
will be automated.

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Gigantic canal project 


THE IDEA of a no km. canal linking the Mediterranean and 
Dead Seas, and helping produce hydroelectric as well as solar 
and even nuclear energy, is a sure bet to capture the imagina- 
tion of Israelis, especially in these days of spreading gloom and 
doom. It Is an old idea, whose time has most certainly come. 

On Sunday, the cabinet gave Its approval in principle to the 
idea, as worked out over a period of two years by a steering | 
committee of experts. 

The principal feature of the “Med -Dead” canal is to be a 
hydroelectric power plant at Ein Bokek, near the Dead Sea. 

This should supply some 16 per cent of the country's electrici- 
ty requirements within 20 years. But the water will also be used 
in cooling the nuclear plant to be built somewhere in the 
Northern Negev; and by replenishing the Dead Sea, which is 
now shrinking largely as a result of over-exploitation of the Jor- 
dan waters. The canal will also aid in the creation of solar 
energy pools in the lake. 

All in all the projected canal shapes up as a mammoth 
engineering feat, the like of which has not been attempted in this 
Zand since Jerusalem's reconstruction by King Herod. Or would 
it be more correct to say, since the start of construction on that] 
notorious white elephant, the Tel Aviv Central Bus Station? | 
That really. Is the nagging question that still awaits an answer. 

Fbr one thing, the canal is a potentially political hornets' nest. 
The southern route endorsed by the cabinet, on the steering 
committee’s advice, is the least controversial of the three alter- 
natives aired In the past. This could start near Zikkim just north 
of the Gaza Strip: but the cabinet opted for a slightly shorter, 
and cheaper, version of the route beginning at Katif, at the 
| southern end of the Strip. f 

Prof. Yuval Ne'eman, the outstanding physicist — and more 
recently Tehiya leader — who chaired the committee, has 
I suggested that this should present no problem, because Israel’s 
! claims to the area are well known. This Is true, of course : but so 
I too are the Arab claims to the Gaza Strip. Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'l has proposed that a start at Katif would not 
[ jeopardize the autonomy talks and believes that the canal pro- 
I ject could even open up new avenues of cooperation between 
Israel and Gaza residents. 

A far more serious problem is likely to be Jordan. The 
cabinet has openly invited the Hashemite Kingdom to shate in 
the boon — and coat — of digging the canal, but nothing has so 
far been done to check Amman’s pulse on this matter. The Jor- 
danian interest is obvious. Despite Prof. Ne’eman'splaim to the 
contrary, Jordan’s own Dead Sea works will be submerged, at 
least for a period of several years, under seawater carried by 
the canal. Also, the project will disrupt the implementation of a 
Red-Dead Sea canal plan which Jordan is said to have on the 
drawing boards. 

Jordan’s cooperation migbt very well be secured, perhaps as I 
part of a masterwater-plan, including also the Yarmuk Riverl 
Project, on which Amman has been proceeding unilaterally. | 
But a mere invitation will not turn the trick. 

Then there are the economic problems. The canal and the 
power station should cost (in I960 figures) $70Gm., but only some 
?40m. worth of electricity is expected to be generated annually 
once the hydroelectric plant becomes operational, probably In 
about 10 years. Moreover, the running and the upkeep of the 
power plant and the need to pump water from the Mediterra- 
nean to the mouth of the canal will require large quantities of 
conventional fuel. 

Whether solar pools planned for the Dead Sea are a viable] 
proposition remains to be aeen. 

Financing is another issue still to be resolved. Last week it 
appeared that the government was banking on foreign investors 
to fund the entire project. But on Sunday the cabinet, basing | 
itself on the committee's recommendation, chose to split the 
responsibility somehow between state and private capital. The 
decision was sound, but it did not suggest much decisiveness. 

State revenues will indeed be adversely affected by the pro- 
ject, because the water from the Mediterranean will, while rais- 
ing the level ot the Dead Sea, also reduce its relative mineral 
content, and thus cut down output. 

All this is not&n argument against the canal plan. It is, on the 
other hand, an argument for some hard thinking about it — 
bsides the “technical planning” scheduled for the next three 
years.

THE JEWISH Defence League 
recently took over the office of the 
-Israel Aliya Centre In Forest Hills, 
New York, and demanded that 
Israel immediately Implement 
"emergency Aliya measures" in 
view of "die rising tide of neo- 
Nazism" in the U.S. JDL 
spokesman Dov Becker said he 
called the headquarters of the 
Israel Aliya Centre in Manhattan 
and asked that a statement to that 
effect be Issued, but was told that 
this would not be done. 

According to Becker, the signs of 
. growing neo-Nazism are the victory 
of two Ku Klux Klan leaders, one in 
North Carolina and another in 
California, during the recent 
primary elections in both states, 
and the victory of a former Nazi in 
the Michigan primary. 


NATO, of all things, has helped the 
Jerusalem Institute for Science and 
Halacha to solve a problem in 
Jewish law. 

According to halacha. there is a 
difference between incandescent 
heated objects, and those that don’t 
glow in respect to Shabbat 
regulations. In the institute labs, 
scientists conducted experiments to 
find the limits of temperature 
regarding heated objects and in- 
candescence, but they couldn't es- 
tablish guidelines. Then they turn- 
ed to NATO, which, they learned, 
had invested much money in 
similar research aimed at finding 
the temperature at which there is 
no danger of heat radiation in 
ballistic weapons. The limit, accor- 
ding to NATO, is 400 degrees 
Celsius. J.S. 
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Much attention is being paid by U.S. presidential can- 
didates to the Jewish vote, which is more uncertain this 
year than in any election since 1932, writes MALKA 
RABIN O WITZ from New York.

JEWISH VOTE 


THE WAY Jews vote in the U.S. 
elections in November has become 
a focus of national interest. TV 
networks point to the swing vote 
potential exercised by this com- 
munity of under six million. 

In past election years, It was a 
phenomenon discussed mainly in 
periodicals with a Jewish Interest: 
in 1980. it has become received 
media wisdom. 

Thus President Carter’s flrmly- 
emmetated pledge of support for 
Israel was picked up quickly by a 
TV anchorman covering the 
Democratic convention from a 
booth at Madison Square Garden 
last week. The Jewish vote, he com- 
mented, is important in a number 
of large states. 

The point has been underlined for 
months now in political talk shows 
as journalists make knowing 
reference to the dim prospects for 
movement in Middle East 
diplomacy until after the elections. 

The reference is of course to the 
presumed Importance of the Jewish 
vote under America's winner-take- 
all system of presidential balloting. 
A state's electoral vote goes entire- 
ly to the winner no matter how slim 
the margin of his victory. In some 
key states like New York and Penn- 
sylvania. Jews make up a signifi- 
cant voting bloc. 


embarrassment particularly with 
American Jews, represents the 
same trend. 

In their unhappiness, over Carter, 
Jews are part of a broader spec- 
trum of Americans who find that 
four years in office have served to 
make Jimmy carter only more 
opaque as a public figure. Well- 
spoken, obviously intelligent and a 
model of courtesy, he nonetheless 
flashes a grin that refers to a 
private rather than a shared joke: 
The country has not been able- to 
work up an affection for him. 

Absence of that sentiment does 
not appear to distress this man, 
who obviously enjoys close family 
ties and bonds of loyalty with fellow 
Georgians.' It seems to satisfy him 
to trust to intelligence and to luck to 
deal with issues as they come 
along, and to turn even untoward 
events to his advantage. « 

It was probably to be expected 
that the political albatross of the SO 
Americans still held hostage in Iran 
would be dealt with by a strategy of 
attack rather than defence, and 
that is precisely what has happen- 
ed. 


NOT ALL Jews are comfortable 
about being out front in the cam- 
paign. Some feel it is a position that 
will too' readily allow any dif- 
ficulties to be attributed to "Jewish 
issues" whenever convenient to the 
Administration. 

Andrew Young's resignation as 
ambassador to the UN last autumn 
is seen as a case in point. At that 
time the impression was allowed to 
gather force, and not oppoaed by 
the White House, that Israel was to 
blame for the envoy's departure. 
The president’s more recent con- 
cern over the possibility that his 
brother Billy's relationship with 
Ghadaffi's Libya might become an 


THE PRESIDENT’S handling of 
the crisis Is being characterized by 
the White House as level-headed. In 
strongly-implied contrast to the 
holocaust that might have been un- 
leashed by his Republican rival un- 
der similar circumstances. Any 
residual doubts ewe apparently to 
be countered by reference to the 
limits of American power. 

That is not a position likely to in- 
still joy In the hearts of America's 
allies but neither does that appear 
to be a consideration In this 
presidential campaign. 

Vast America is by and large In- 
sulated from the winds bidwing 
elsewhere in the world. It Is little 
countries like Israel that feel every 
global draught; and vulnerable 
blocs like western Europe that 
wonder whether, in the face of 
American vacillation, they should

VACCINE FOR DOCTORS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem poet - 


Sir. — Stealthily, and without the 
authority of the Knesset, the 
Ministry of Health is nationalizing 
child welfare services and conver- 
ting its clinics into family health 
centres. 

Until a few years ago. I con- 
ducted a "TIpat Halav" clinic for 
the babies in my practice. 
Periodically, I would obtain 
smallpox vaccine from the local 
health office, until one day the clerk 
informed nie that he had instruc- 
tions not to issue any more to 
private doctors. 

Since the rest of the Western 
world had already discontinued 
vaccination, this was not a disaster. 
But It was the thin end of the wedge. 

Some time later, following cer- 
tain complications, the triple vac- 
cine that had been available com- 
mercially was withdrawn, and the 
ministry decided to import foreign 
vaccine (which has just as high a 
proportion of complications). 

This has not been made available 
outside the clinics, thus forcing 
mothers to go to the clinics instead 
of their own doctor. 

This Is a wasteful duplication of 
services, is unfair to family prac- 
titioners. both Kupat Holim and 
private, and results in the mothers, 
getting conflicting and sometimes 
incorrect advice. 


When the baby gets sick at nigQ^ 
because the advice given was in- 
correct, to whom does the mother 
turn? Not to the anonymous, twice 
a week, clinic. Until there is a law 
forbidding us to practice, the 
ministry should stop forcing people 
into their clinics, let us do our work 
I incidentally at a much lower cost), 
and Itself concentrate on improving 
hospitals services, especially the 
out-patient consultant service..
